He declared as he left the stand, tears 
streaming down his face, and his voice 
broken by his grief, that he had been 
ruined because lie had dared to deal with 
the farmer nnd with the track shovelers.

KILLED BY TROLLEY CAR 


Charles W. Bennett,'One Time 
Lawyer of Kacine, Met Death 


at Salt Lake City. 


A copy of the Deseret Evening News 


of Salt Lake City, Utah, of the llth 
iust., brings the satl intelligence of the 
sudden death of Charles W. lieniictt for 
many years a resident of this city nnd 
n leader of the local bar. He was run 
down and killed by a trolley car in Salt 
Lake City while 
taking 
his morning 


walk. 


Mr. Bennett was born near Albany, 


N. Y., in lS:s:i and was graduated from 
the law Fchnul of that city in 1857, from 
whence he came direct to Wisconsin, and 
was admitted to the bar of this county 
the same year: his signature to the roll 
of attorneys being dated Oct. 20, 3857. 
Of those whose names 
preceded his, 


George Q. Krskinc, Thomas J. Emerson 
and William P. Lyon are the only sur- 
vicors. M'r. Bennett settled first in Bur- 
lington but moved to Racine about 1SCO 
nnd wns district attorney 
of 
Racine 


county from 1S02 to 1808. Ifc took at 
once, a leading position among the law- 
yers of his day. and was upon one side 
or the other of nearly all litigation of 
importance in the first <.'irc;iit until his 
removal to Chicago in 1SGO. In 18(17 he 
formed a partnership with Mr. Frederic 
TTIlmann and established the law firm of 
Bennett & Ullmann. succeeded by the 
lute John T. Fish, Fish & Lee, Fish & 
Dodge and Kearney & Thompson. 


In ISO!) Mr. Bennett and Mr. Ullmann 


removed to Chicago, where they prac- 
ticed with mnrkcd success 
until 
the 


great fire of 1871, in which Mr. Bennett 
lost his office, his home nnd most of hi.-: 
library, lie then removed to Snlt Lake 
City, where lie resided to the time of his 
death, and where he was associated for 
ninny years with Tfon. Robert llarkness 
formerly judge of the 
Racine 
circuil 


court and after Judge Dyer's appoint- 
ment to the federal bench, a partner oi 
the late Tlonry T. Fuller. 


The writer of this notice was a stud- 


ent in Mr. Bennett's law office in 1365-0, 
and iias seldom known a man of more 
attractive personality. 
He was conviv- 


ial iu his tastes, had a keen sense of-hu 
mor, and a most kindly disposition. He 
was an able and honest lawyer, with a 
high standard of professional conduct, a 
well 1 mined, logical mind, enjoying in 
an exceptional degree the confidence of 
his clients and the esteem of his breth 
rcn of the bench and bar.

Mounmont In Remembrance of Ellr«' For- 


ro«r Cliicf Unveiled. 


IIARRISBURG, Pa., Oct. 15.—A mar- 


ble shaft and fountain erected by the 
Order of Elks throughout 
the 
United 


States in memory of Meadc Defweiler of 
llarrisburg, twice grand exalted ruler of 
the order, was unveiled 
in 
Reservoir 


Park here today, the anniversary of Mr. 
Detweiler's birth. The principal address 
was delivered by Judge Jerome B. Fish- 
er of Jamestown, N. Y., whose subject 
was "An Estimate of Dclwcilcr, the Man 
and the Klk." 


The statue was unveiled by Mr. Dct- 


wciler's two little sons after it was turn-

The 
memorial 


consists of an elaborate marble structure, 
in front of which is a life size bronze 


elk. 
On both front and roar are marble 


seats and in front is a life sized bust of 
Mr. Detweilcr. On the sides are orna- 
mental drinking fountains and from the 
center of a large marble shaft thirty-live 
foct high, is capped by a ma-ssive marble 
ball. There also arc two large bronze 
urns on each side of the shaft.

DURSAM, Ing., Oct. 15.—An1 explo- 


sion occurred in. the Wingate colliery 
near here at about midnight, resulting in 
some two hundred men being entombed. 
About ona hundred of these are believed 
to b safe in a lower part of the colliery, 
but there were between kixty and eighty 
men in tiie seam where the disaster oc- 
curred. Up to ten o'clock this morning 
ten bodies had been recovered and every 
effort was being made to ascertain the 
fate of the remainder. 


TJp to two o'clock this afternoon twen- 


ty-four bodies had been recovered from 
the Wingate colliery and thirty miners 
had been brought out alive from one por- 
tion of the colliery while forty-four were 
liberated from another. 
It is expected 


that the 131 men who, it is now announc- 
ed, are confined in a lower main, will be 
safely brought -out before night. 
They 


have signalled that they are all right and 
are not considered to be iu danger. 


The total number of deaths from the 


explosion, which apparently was caused 
by (ire damp, is twenty-seven.

MILWAUKEE, Oct. 15.—J. Q. Emery, 


the state daTry and food commissioner, 
has stirred up a hornets' nest in a state- 
ment said to have been made by him to 
the effect that he had 
discovered an 


odorless limburgcr cheese and that the 
smell peculiar to limburger comes from 
dirt. His first statement is laughed at, 
but the second aroused fierce indigna- 
tion. H. B. Slnnz, one of the largest 
dealers in cheese in the city, said: 


"If Mr. Emery says that limburger 


cheese smells because of dirt in the milk 
and utensils he is condemning his. own 
department, for state inspectors visit 
the factories where the cheese is made 
about once a month. I can say from ac- 
tual experience, however, that the state- 
ment is not true. Tho factories in Green 
county, where the cheese is made, are as 
neat as wax. The smell of limburger is 
necessary to make it good. The cheese 
is not fit to eat until it is eight weeks 
old, and its ageing in tin foil wrappers 
is not decay but riching. If Mr. Emery 
can find a way to ripen the cheese with- 
out having a smell he will fiud that he 
has discovered a, new cheese entirely, 
for it will have an entirely new flavor." 


Others acquainted with the manufac- 


ture of the cheese are highly indignant 
at the statements said to have been 
made by the commissioner. 
THREE-CENT STREET CAR FARES. 
Milwaukee will go to the state rail- 


road commission for a 3-cent fare on the 
street railroads. A resolution hns been 
reported to tho council, where it will be 
passed, instructing City Attorney Kelly 
to enter a complaint with the commis- 
sion regarding the manner in which the 
street railway company operates freight 
cars through the streets of the city and 
its ''levying unreasonable amounts for 
the carrying of passengers," and other 
matters.
